DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 

With respect to figure 1, labels "101" and "105" are not described in the 
specification. 

With respect to figure 2A, label "230" is not described in the specification. 
With respect to figure 3A, labels "307" and "311" are not disclosed in the 
specification. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the 
page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing 
figures.

2. The drawings are objected to because: 

Figures 6-8, 14A, 14B, & 25-34 are drawn by hand. 
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Figures 1, 2A, 3, 3A, 4-5, 9, 12-14, & 22-24 are objected for the lines for the 
labels run through the labels themselves.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-30 & 121-145 are allowable over the prior art. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

With respect to claims 1, 17, 121, 134, & 145, US 5,479,024 to Hillner et al and 
US 6,046,488 to Sato et al both disclose near-field optical microscopy devices with 
cantilevers to irradiate a sample to obtain images. However, Hillner et al and Sato et al 
do not disclose the change of an intensity level of radiation when moving the cantilever. 
As a result, claims 1, 17, 121, 134, & 145 and dependent claims 2-16, 18-30, 122-133, 
& 135-144 are allowable over the prior art.
